between the coal mine operators and 
miners developed in the conference ^ 
at the Great Northern hotel. 
The 
miners, who had demanded a six per 
cent increase, acceded to the demands 
of the operators to sign the existing 
agreement 
for 
another 
two 
years. 
The miners and operators in the con­ 
ference here are from the bituminous 
fields of Ohio. Illinois, western Penn­ 
sylvania and Indiana. 
After agreeing to sign the old agree­ 
ment for another two years, a new 
snag was struck in the Ohio delega 
tions. 
The men are paid on a mine 
run basis there under a state law. The 
operators want that changed so they 
may pay the men on a screen meas­ 
ure basis. 
The representatives of the miners 
refused to agree to that demand and 
subcommittees 
were 
appointed 
to 
thrash out the Ohio difficulties. 
The 
conference will be resumed on Tues­ 
day. 
E. A. Cole, chairman of the sub­ 
committee, 
said 
the operators and 
miners were as far apart now as at 
the beginning of the negotiations. 
“ W e will call a strike of every coal 
miner in the country.” W illiam Green, 
secretary of the United Mine Workers 
of America, told, “ if the negotiations 
hero do not end in the signing of an 
agreement.” 
There are 500,000 coal miners In the 
United Mine Workers’ organization.

flce department to perfect its plan for 
reducing the cost of living by having 
the parcel post carry farm products 
directly to the door of the consumer. 
Ten cities were selected to begin the 
work of establishing direct connec­ 
tions between producer and consumer, 
Postmaster General Burleson having 
already issued an order permitting the 
use of crates and boxes for butter, 
eggs, 
poultry, 
vegetables and fruit 
shipped by parcel post. 
Orders were 
sent to the postmasters at Boston, At­ 
lanta, St. Louis, San Francisco, Balti­ 
more, Detroit, La Crosse, W is.; Lynn, 
Mass.; Rock Island, 111., and Washing­ 
ton directing them “ to receive the 
names of persons who are willing to 
supply farm products In retail quanti­ 
ties by parcel post.” 
Printed lists of 
these names showing kind and quan­ 
tity of commodity available will be 
distributed among town and city pa­ 
trons.
